Congress May Increase 
The Minimum Wage 


Washington, D.C.—Action by 
Congress to raise the minimum 
wage from the present $1.60 per 
hour to $2.00 per hour on January 1 
will result in a major sabotage of 
Phase II of the administration’s 
economic control plan. This 
prediction is supported by the 
results of surveys of the National 
Federation of Independent Business 
studying the impact of the minimum 
wage law on the economic health of 
the nation over the past four years 
among the nation’s 5 million plus 
independent enterprises. 
Paradoxically, such legislation 
violates three major announced 
goals’of the economic plan. One is 
that an increase of 25 percent in the 
minimum wage would exceed the 
announced intentions to hold future 
pay raises at a much lower rate. 

The legislation also does not tie 
productivity to wages, another 
announced goal of the control plan. 
In addition, while it is the an- 
nounced objective of the control 
plan to create a half million new 
jobs, so far this is a theoretical 
assumption. But the surveys 
conducted by the _ National 
Federation of Independent Business 
indicate that in the first year 
following the adoption of the 
minimum wage law of 1966 more 
than 680,000 people lost their jobs 
and were shunted onio welfare 
rolls.

Fluorocarbon Cleaning Has Popular Features 


P redictions for a rosy future for 
fluorocarbon cleaning which 
less than a year ago brought only 
raised eyebrows from some 
drycleaners and allied tradesmen 
are now getting a long hard look. 
Many visitors to the recent con- 
vention and exhibit in England 
came back completely convinced of 
its merits. Last month we covered 
some of the inherent advantages 
which this new solvent brings to the 
industry. Here are some of the ways 
that drycleaners are getting the 
most out of their *Valclene 
operation. 

The greatest appeal of 
fluorocarbon cleaning is its fail-safe 
qualities on a large variety of ar- 
ticles ranging from plastic to fur. 
This feature is popular with coin or 
budget cleaning operators as well 
as top quality custom cleaners 
because it justifies the installation 
of the unit. Once convinced that 
Valclene units are competitive with 
other systems in regard to operating 
costs, the merchandising potential 
and low labor costs are especially 
appealing to the plantowner. 

The early units which were in- 
troduced during the experimental 
coin cleaning like much 
equipment of that era, were a 
disappointment due to unproved 
design, the yet to be developed 
market, and the then prevailing 
concept of unattended coin-ops. A 
survey of coin operators who have 
brought Valclene into their current 
operation finds agreement on many 
factors. 

The fast cycle, 14 - 15 minutes 
gives one unit the capacity of two or 
three conventional coin-ops and 
saves space. The safety of the 
solvent on plastic trim which is so 
popular on low priced and 
children’s garments, and on the 
wide range of heat sensitive syn- 
thetic fibers gives a competitive 
over other coin-ops and

edge 
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professional plants who are 
uninformed or overcautious. 

The automatic solvent main- 
tenance through distillation 
eliminates the messy and sometimes 
physical chores involved in filter 
and cartridge maintenance. Clean 
solvent insures that the customer 
gets uniform quality no matter how 
busy the coin-op becomes. 

The factors which appeal to the 
coin operator make even more 
sense to the package plant owner 
who offers coin-op, coin type or 
bulk cleaning as part of his service. 
Even though he has adequate 
capacity to handle current volume 
package plant operators are in- 
stalling coin type Valclene units to 
expand on or replace existing 
equipment. 

The investment here is justified 
by the fact that in some cases, a new 
service is offered. More important, 
however, is the fact that there is 
now a low cost and no risk method 
of handling plastic trim, suede and a 
wide variety of articles which 
heretofore had to be processed by 
hand, farmed out, or refused en- 
tirely. It enables the plant owner to 
increase his market, upgrade his 
service and cut his labor costs. 


The Third Type 


A third type of Valclene in- 
stallation is a specialty unit used in 
high volume plants which make no 
attempt to promote a do-it-yourself 
service. In this case the unit is 
installed in the production area as 
an auxiliary to conventional per- 
chlorethylene equipment. Not only 
is it used to handle the specialty 
work which is available to a high 
volume plant, but much of the 
fragile or delicate classifications 
can be put through without the 
need for breaking lots or waiting to 
gather a load which would be 
economical to run in a large unit. 

The result is an upgrading of 
quality and greater hourly 
production for the cleaner. This is 
especially valuable where a 


drycleaner has less experience or 
has other duties beside loading and 
unloading the cleaning unit. 

One maker of high style top 
priced cotton dresses specifies on a 
hang tag that the garment should be 
processed in Valclene. Examination 
of a display of knits in a popular 
store reveals that nearly every dress 
and slack outfit says, “Do not 
process or dry at over 100 degree 
temperatures.” How else but 
fluorocarbon? 


Unit Actually Large 


Drycleaners seeking their own 
evaluation of the new system have 
had several opportunities at recent 
local conventions and exhibits to 
examine both the coin-op and 
professional plant version. In fact at 
the moment working installations 
are to be seen in practically every 
section of the country. 

The fourth type of Valclene 
installation included in this survey is 
the totally fluorocarbon _ plant. 
These are growing in number as the 
use of this solvent increases. It is 
this type of plant that will provide 
many answers in regard to the 
future of the industry. 

Many casual observers of the 
Valclene operation have an image 
of small capacity coin type units 
with their relatively simple cycles. 
This is far from a true picture. 
Fluorocarbon units are available in 
a wide range of capacities with

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provisions for varied cycles and 
injections of detergent sizings and 
moisture, and are adaptable to 
many of the operations which have 
been found desirable in modern 
high capacity top quality operation. 

Generally poundage and wheel 
sizes have been based on 
realistically rated hourly capacities. 
For example, a check of Valclene 
plants indicates that they are able to 
maintain satisfactory quality in a 
average dry-to-dry cycle of 14 to 15 
minutes. 

Unlike coin or auxiliary in- 
stallations where the advantages of 
fluorocarbon may be _— unfairly 
compared with the out-of-context 
limitations of the existing cleaning 
system, the newer system is still to 
be evaluated. Except in a few 
plants, specialty work and non- 
solvent cleanable items comprise a 
relatively small if highly visible 
proportion of total volume. 

On the other hand, run of the mill 
garments and households may pose 
no fabric problems but can be 
liberally covered with several types 
of ground in soil spots and stains. 
These are currently being handled 
by the greater solvent power of 


perchlorethylene aided by 
detergent moisture and mechanical 
action while circulating at the rate 
of several thousand gallons per 
hour. 

Commercial size Valclene 
equipment can _ presumably 
duplicate all of these factors in a 
shorter cycle based on faster drying. 
The unanswered question at the 
moment is the spotting picture. 


Left Handed Benefit 


Conventional cleaning systems are, 
when properly operated, extremely 
tolerant of the entire range of stain 
removers ranging from water 
solutions to heavy bodied ink 
removers. Valclene operators are 
limited to one type of spray spotter. 
Heavy bodied paint and grease 
removers don’t flush out readily, 
and_ so-called volatile solvents 
containing petroleum products or 
perk are absolutely taboo. 

On the other hand, many food 
and beverage stains containing 
sugar, tannin or albumin which are 
usually more difficult to remove 
once a garment has_ been 
drycleaned and deodorized with 


heat in conventional equipment is 
easily treated after cleaning with 
Valclene. 

One all Valclene operator 
mentioned a left handed fringe 
benefit he enjoyed. He had recently 
experienced what would have been 
a major calamity with a _ con- 
ventional system; a lipstick in a 
twenty-five pound load of soft 
wools. 

Fortunately, whatever dye that 
was loosened was suspended by the 
solvent and detergent and flushed 
away. The cool rinse and low 
temperature drying did not melt the 
wax base so that the lipstick was 
removed intact from the un- 
damaged load with only a mopped 
brow as evidence of the near 
tragedy. 

The above incident is an example 
of some of the emotional factors 
which are generating enthusiasm 
for the new system. There are other 
factors which may have more solid 
implications. A survey of local 
fashion shops indicate some of the 
behind the scenes public relations 
which the new system has going for 
it. [

IN THE NEWS 





Silver Spring, Md.—Consumers are being confused by labels ac- 
companying washable fashion wear which give no indication of 
drycleanability. Usually washable outerwear is also drycleanable. If there 
is valid reason that a particular garment should not be drycleaned, then 
this fact should, of course, be clearly stated. But if there is no reason to rule 
out drycleaning then it can be very important to reassure consumers that 
drycleaning is an available option. Oily stains present a particular problem, 
especially on polyesters and durable press fabrics. Often they don’t come 
out in washing but lend themselves to ready removal in drycleaning. The 
Voluntary Permanent Care Label Guide adopted by the Industry Advisory 
Committee for Textile Information in 1967 states: “Care instruction, 
preferably of a permanent type which continue to appear on the product 
during its normal period of usefulness, are recommended when any of the 
following purposes or conditions are to be served: (1) when a care practice 
normal for a general type of textile product might result in harm to a 
particular product; (2) when a particular care practice is essential to the 
best overall performance of the product though not potentially harmful; 
(3) when a consumer might be in doubt that a product can be laundered 
when in fact laundering is possible or drycleaned when drycleaning is 
possible; (4) when a textile product is so basically new that a consumer 
would have no traditional knowledge of its proper care.” With increasing 
numbers of married women entering the work force, more and more 
families want to be able to rely on professional services for the main- 
tenance of apparel and household furnishings. 

In the best interests of all concerned NID recommends that manufac- 
turers reassure customers in label instructions that they have this option of 
drycleaning even though the garments are washable.

Crime Insurance 
Protection Offer 


Hartford Conn.—Laundry 
proprietors in many areas where 
crime insurance has been broadly 
unavailable, unaffordable or both, 
can now buy burglary, robbery and 
vandalism protection at reduced 
rates through Aetna Life & 
Casualty. Recently, Aetna began 
administering a _ federally-funded 
program that makes crime in-

surance protection available at 
affordable rates to laundry 
proprietors and other metropolitan 
businessmen in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Missouri, New 
York, Ohio and the District of 
Columbia. 

Any businessman in these areas 
can buy federal protection through 
Aetna regardless of previous in- 
suring experience and without fear 
of cancellation based on_ the 
number or size of losses. The only 





grounds for cancellation will be 
violation of the terms of the con- 
tract or illegal conduct of the 
policyholder. The new federal 
policies provide up to $15,000 in 
commercial burglary, robbery and 
vandalism protection. 

Premium rates for coverage are 
based on the gross receipts of the 
business and FBI crime statistics for 
each metropolitan area. A typical 
premium for $1,000 coverage on a 
laundry with annual gross receipts 
of $150,000 in a medium risk area 
like Cleveland, Ohio would be $300. 
Premium for the same coverage on 
the same laundry in the highest risk 
areas such as New York City would 
be $325. Deductibles for the federal 
crime coverage hinge on the annual 
gross receipts of the business and 
can be either $100, $150 or $200. If 
a loss should occur,’ the 
policyholder is responsible for the 
amount of his deductible or five 
percent of the loss, whichever is 
greater. 

Businessmen wishing to qualify 
for the new federal crime insurance 
protection need only give the 
correct information on their ap- 
plications and meet the programs 
minimum standards for protection 
devices.
